An agreement has been signed 
by the Boards of the Olds School 
Division and the Didsbury School 
District whereby the local school 
will be taken into the large school 
division. 

To further discuss the matter a 
public meeting will be held in the 
Lions hall on Thursday, April 8, 
when Mr. H.E. Balfour of the De- 
partment of Education will be pres- 
ent. 

Notices of the proposed inclusion 
of the town school in the large di- 
vision were posted up on March 29. 
According to the notice a petition 
to vote on the question and signed 
by at least 25 per cent of the elec- 
tors, must be filed with the Minister 
of Education at Edmonton within 
21 days from the above date. If no 
petition is filed the Minister of Edu- 
cation may, without further notice 
or action, by order include the said 
School District in the said School 
Division.

“LITTLE ROYAL” STOCK 
SHOW HELD AT OLDS 


The “Little Royal” Livestock 
Show was held at the Olds School 
of Agriculture on Saturday, March 
20 and 400 people attended from 
many parts of the province. Grad- 
uating students in agriculture were 
required to fit an animal for the 
show ring, and after grooming and 
training it. show it at the “Little 
Royal”. This year, for the first time, 
it was possible to hold the show in- 
doors in the new machinery shed. 

Dean R. Sinclair of the Univer- 
sity of Alberta judged the classes in 
pigs, sheep, calves, cows and bulls, 
from both dairy and beef herds, and 
Percheron horses. Awards were 
made for showmanship and groom- 
ing. 

Shirley Kearns of Maple Creek, 
the only girl taking the course in 
agriculture, won praise from the 
judges for her excellant showing of 
“Lula Bell’, a big Percheron mare 
shown at the Toronto Royal.

Net Worth Statement Deleted 
From Farmer’s Tax Return 


A brief report from Ottawa that 
farmers who reckon their income 
tax on a cash basis will not have tu 
fill out the net worth part of the 
new tax forms, has whetted the 
curiosity of thousands of farmers, 
and the Calgary {ax office is being 
besieged with phone calls for more 
information. : 

Accordingly a full statement was 
released last week by Alex Morrice., 
chief farm assessor at the Calgary 
Office. Mr. Morrice explained that 
every operating farmer is required 
to fill out the Income tax form, 
whether he is taxable or not. He 
may choose between the cash and 
inventory systems of computing his 
tax. Under the forms as _ issued, 
however, he was required to fill out 
the net worth statement in either 
case, and this is now changed. Page 
five is now dropped for those on a 
cash basis. But grain and livestock 
inventories must still be supplied 
by all farmers. 

Following is the statement: 

The Hon. 3%. McCann, M_D., 
Minister of National Revenue, an- 
nounced that those farmers who re- 
port taxable income based on cash 
actually received and cash expenses 
actually paid out, will not be re- 
quired to fill out the Net Worth 
Statement on the new 1947 Prairie 
Farmers’ or Farmers’ Income Tax 
Return. Those farmers who report 
income on an secrual basis for tax 
purposes will be required to sub- 
mit a statement of assets and lia- 
bilities as heretofore or to complete 
the appropriate parts of the Net 
Worth Statement. 

The minister said it was in the 
farmer's own Interest to provide 
accurate and complete information 
of his financial transactions so that 
he could be assessed in the same 
way as every other taxpayer in 
Canada. 

The Department of National 
Revenue, during the past three 
months, has distributed guide books 
to farmers all across Canada con- 
taining not only a simple bookkeep- 
ing system but Information on tax 
matters as well. Many farmers re- 
porting income do not maintain 


SERIOUS FEED LOSSES 
| CAUSED BY MOOSE, ELK 


Farmers in some of the outlying 
districts of Rocky Mountain House, 
Alta., report a serious loss of feed 
due to moose and clk. This aspect 
of the feed situation is serious in 
view of the extreme shortage of 
feed in this area, and the fact there 
is virtually no feed of any sort for 
sale. Many feeders report their 
stock has been short on rations for 
some time, and there is no indica- 
tion of an early spring season re- 
Heving the situation. 

A farmer from the Prairie Creek 
district 25 miles south of town said 
he had lost an estimated 10 tons of 
hay and green bundle feed to the 
moose and deer this winter. This 
feed was on a place remote from 
where he was living. He had not 
been near it for over two months. 
Since it was of a better quality than 
what he had at home, he had kept 
it to feed in the late spring when 
he felt his milk cows, particularly, 
would be in greater need of it. 

When he arrived with team and 
rack, a week aga, to start hauling it, 
he found eight moose lying beside 
one of the hay stacks, contentedly 
chewing their cuds, What had not 
been eaten had been badly trampl- 
ed, and domestic stock would not 
touch anything with the wild ani- 
mal smell strong on it. 

From the tracks all over the field, 
he said he would judge at least a 
dozen moose had spent many weeks 
there. The deer do not destroy as 
much as the larger animals, they | 
eat more daintily, and when they 
have their fill, go away. The moose 
and elk are more like a horse, what 
they don’t eat, they trample under. | 
foot. 

There is no chance of a choice 
hay-and-grain-feci moose steak to} 
compensate in part for the poor | 
man’s loss. He is not permitted to 
destroy these animals, now the | 
hunting season is over, regardless 
of the damage suffered.

worth in order to calculate or est!- 
mate his taxable income. Therefore, 
to assist the farmer and facilitate 
assessing, the 1947 Farmers’ In- 
come Tax Form included a state- 
ment of net worth. It was proposed 
that the farmer would complete the 
statement at the time he completed 
the return and the department's 
assessors would then be in a posi- 
tion to proceed to the determina- 
tion of the taxable income expedi- 
tiously and, in a great many cases, 
without further reference to the 
farmer. 

This statement of net worth may 
be too complex and the average 
farmer might find it difficult to 
complete without assistance. It|” 
would be impossible, except at 
great cost, to build up the staff of | 
{he department to enable officials | 
to call on every farmer in Canada 
for the purpose of assisting in the | 
preparation of income tax returns. 

The department, therefore. has 
decided that those farmers who re- 
port their income for 1947 on a 
cash basis need not complete the’ 
farmer's Net Worth Statement sec- 
tion of the return. There may be 
individual cases where, after the 
filing of the return, the department 
will require from a farmer, as from 
any other taxpayer, in order to 
make a proper assessment of his in- 
come, a statement of assets and lia- | 
bilities of his business, or other | 
additional information which, In| 
such cases, will be requested in the 
usual manner. 

On the other hand, those farm- 
ers who report 1947 income on an 
accrual basis must attach to the re- 
turn a statement of assets and 
liabilities, as heretofore, or com- 
plete the appropriate parts of the 
Net Worth Statement attached to 
the return.

Mark Twain said, “Great men are born, editors just | 
happen,” and probably he was right. We just happen to be 


editor of this family journal, not particularly by choice, 
but someone in the shop has to do the job, and whether 
good or bad, our readers can't do much about it but just 
cease being readers. 

However, a weekly newspaper publisher is usually a 
reporter as well as an editor and he has the whole com- 
munity at his beck and call: he can either make a man or 


break him, almost at will. A citizen may be clean living! 


and a pillar in the community, but usually at some time in 
his life he will side-step the straight and narrow path. The 


editor may report the irregularity which will brand the | 


individual for life, or he may overlook the incident and 
the citizen retains his reputation. 

At various times your editor has been “panned” be- 
cause he does not report police court news and the town 
scandal. “Everybody in the district would buy your paper 
if you added a little spice,” said one reader. This is no 
doubt true, but the duty of « weekly newspaper editor is 
to see that the spicy reading is kept out of the news col- 
unins. It is his duty to report favorable news of the terri- 
tory his paper serves and to suppress items which may be 
harmful to fellow citizens. 

In other words, it isn’t what the editor knows about 
his readers, but what he prints, that keeps harmony in a 
community. 


RATS ! 


If a graph or map were drawn illustrating the areas 
in North America in which the scourge of rats is well 
established, a surprising and alarming fact would be por- 
trayed. Almost every other section of the country is af- 
fected with the exception of Alberta. But this is no cause 
for complacency, because they are approaching our bord- 
ers. 

And what does this influx of king-sized rodents mean? 
In the problem of insect borne diseases, the rat is an un- 
pleasant and dangerous factor, for he is often the carrier 
of infected fleas. If these casual visitors were to gain s 
foothold in Alberta, our plague problem would become 
greatly complicated. 

But considerable attention has been devoted to devis- 
ing ways and means of preventing such an invasion, The 
Division of Entomology of the Provincial Department of 
Health is vitally concerned with the prevention and con- 
trol of all insect-borne disenses. Its work is painstaking 
and detailed and is a tangible example of the fact that 
where the safeguarding of hum:n life is involved, patience 
is a highly expendable element. 

With proper co-operation from the citizens of the 
Province, it is possible, and even likely that Mr, and Mrs. 
Rat, as well as their family, will find a very discourging 
welcome in Alberta, enough to persuade them that this is 
one venture in immigration not to be undertaken, 


THE TRIPLE THREAT 


A “triple threat” in football is a man who can either 
kick the ball, run with it or throw a forward pass.

It is not easy to turn men from self-service to God’s 
service; from concern for their own families to concern 
for the whole nation; and from success in business to the

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IN THE LEGISLATURE 


By H.G. Hammell, M.L.A. 

This week saw the adoption of 
the Budget after several lengthy 
debates, This will be the largest 
budget of this Province, with a to- 
tal estimated revenue from Income 
Account of over $45 million, and 
from Capital Account over 1% mil- 
lion. Expenditures estimated on In- 
come Account nearly 36% million 
and on Capital Account an expen- 
diture of over 16% million. This 
will mean that if estimates work 
out as suggested, there will have 
to be taken from reserves of past 
years over $6 million. 

There will be very substantial in- 
creases in expenditures for Educa- 
tion, Health, Public Welfare, Pub- 
lic Works and Agriculture, 

This year will see the start of a 
new T.B. Sanatorium in Edmonton, 
considerable expansion of our Men- 
tal Hospitals and Agricultura? 
Schools, and expansion of old age 
and health services. 

The past week saw a very heated 
debate on the new Farmers’ Income 


by Mr. Liesemer, C.C.F., Mr. 
Sayer, S.C., Mr. Gilliland, S.C., ana 
Mr. Hammell, S.C., an amendment 
was passed unanimously requesting 
the Federal authorities to enable 
the farmers to use cither the Cash 
Income Statement or the Net Worth 
Statement, whichever one was de- 
sired. This, we now understand, is 
being considered by Ottawa. 

A Committee has been set up by 
the Legislature consisting of the 
Hon. Mr. Hooke, Mr. McDonald. 
Ind., Calgary, and Mr. Hammell, 
S.C., Didsbury, to inquire into the 
advisability or otherwise of the 
Government providing Automobile 
Insurance. This gives the Commit- 
tee the right to investigate any and 
all Automobile and Liability Insur- 
ance in any part of Canada or else- 
where, such investigation to be re- 
ported at the next Session. 

A bill was introduced this week 
enabling the Veteyans of the North- 
ern Land Clearing Project to obtain 
seed when unable to do so them- 
selves in the first year that such

This bill must receive final assent 
from the Legislature, but in all 
probability will pass without any 
opposition.

'FOR LAST THREE CROP YEARS 


A 20-cents-a-bushel increase in 
the initial wheat payment, retro- 
active three crop years back and 
bringing an Easter windfall of 
| more than $150,000,000 to prairie 
| farmers, has been announced by 
' Trade Minister Howe. 
| The boost goes into effect April 1 
| and will lift the initial nayment the 
Canadian Wheat Board makes to 
prairie producers on delivery of 
their wheat, from $1.35 to $1.55 a 
bushel for No. 1 Northern in store 
at Fort William, Port Arthur or 
Vancouver 


Mr. Howe said the Wheat Board 
will proceed ‘at once’ with the dis. 
tribution of cheques covering the 
, increase. 


The boost will be retroactive on 
wheat delivered to the board from 
the 1945, 1946 and 1947 crops up to 
April 1 of this year. 


With deliveries during that period 
estimated at roughly 769,037,692 
bushels, this means a payment of 
approximately $153.807,000 made 
up of individual cheques to the 
farmers who delivered that total. 
Saskatchewan is expected to get 
$85,063,000 for 425.319.530 bushels 
delivered, Alberta $47,799,000 for 
| 288,997,136 bushels and Manitoba 
| $20,944,205 for 104,721,026. 


Announcement of the proposal to 
increase the initial payment was 
made several months ago but Mr. 
Howe said the extent of the boost 
could not be disclosed until enabl- 
ing legislation was approved by 
Parliament. The bill authorizing the 
| increase was given Royal Assent 
last Wednesday. 

The increase brings the initial 
payment up to the level at which 
Canada is selling wheat to Britain 
in this second year of the four-year 
Anglo-Canadian wheat agreement. 
That price, fixed at $1.55 a bushel, 
will advance to $2 a bushel in the 
third year beginninng this August 
1, The price for the fourth year still 
| is to be negotiated.

British industrial capital amount- 
ing to $4,000,000 is ready to come 
to Alberta if restrictions are remov-

He said that 4,000 applications 
have been received at the London 
office of the Alberta government in- 
quiring as to settlement possibill- 
ties in the province.

“screening” would be carried out in 
London to ensure that those who 
come to the province are the type 
likely to make a success.

and 13,000 men were engaged in HOW TO TEST FOR 


this industry which produced a mil- 
lion dollar harvest. With the pass- 


land sealing firms acquired a fleet 
of ice-breakers which put the in- 
| dustry on a modern basis, but the 
| risks and hardships remained for 
j the men at the “front.” 

During World War II the seal- 
fishery suffered a series of setbacks 
| in the loss of steamers, and in 1943; 
he fleet dwindled to two. ships 
| Now the small powered vessel is 
coming into its own and. putting 
new life into an old industry. In 
1946 one steamer and 11 motor ves- 
sels, crewed by 367 men brought in 
34,605 seals. In 1947 three steamers 
and 15 motor vessels, with 684 men 
aboard, accounted for 105,725 seals. 
This year it is expected that an 
even larger number of ships will 
take part in the hunt. 

Another innovation in recent 
years is the seal-spotting plane 
which directs the ships to the 
“main patches.” But life aboard the 
“wooden walls’ remains basically 
the same and the method of killing 
the seals, with long wooden ‘gaffs”, 
hasn't changed any: the catch still 
has to be hauled to the ship by 
hand.

ANOTHER HUGE ROAD 
PROGRAM FOR ALBERTA 


Alberta will have another big 
road program this year, according 
to estimates tabled in the legisla- 
ture recently. The total amount for 
highways is $13,000,000, practically 
the same as in 1947, This includes 
a sum of $8,800,000 for the con- 
struction of new main highways. 


Officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association have expressed their 
gratification over the 1948 program. 
They have noted that it is claimed 
by provincial authorities that the 
outlays will be well in excess of 
estimated revenue from motor ve- 
hicle licenses and the gasoline tax. 

Provincial officials have stated 
that this is the third year of a five- 
year road improvement program. It 
appears that the province intends 
to maintain the highway program 
initiated on a large scale last year 
when the vote for roads and bridges 
was the highest in the history of 
the province.

ng of the windiammers, Newfound: | 


An accurate grain germination 
test can be made by a farmer in his 
own home, Fill two flower pots 
with moist soil and plant one hun- 
dred seeds in each to a depth of one 
inch, Water two or three times dur- 
ing a twelve day period, but not 
oftener. Count the plants that em- 
erge after twelve days. The average 
of the two flower pots will give you 
a good idea of the germination qua- 
lities of your seed. Germination 
should be at least 80 per cent or 
better. Otherwise you may have to 
increase the amount of seed sown. 
The flower pots should not be kept 
near the stove but placed in the kit- 
chen window. If your seed is tough 
let it dry out for a few days before 
planting, but do not let it dry on 
the stove.
